OTTAWA (CP) - The con 
stitulion should not be hur¬ 
riedly change solely as a 
move to convince (^becers 
to stay in Confederation, the 
premiers told Prime Minister 
Trudeau Monday. 

In their opening statements 
at a three-day constitutional 
conference, the premiers 
agreed with Trudeau that the 
1867 British North America 
Act needs revision to better 
reflect the realities of today's 
Confederation. 

But no unrealistic or arbi 
trary deadline Should be Im 
posed, the premiers said.

Trudeau referred to 
(Quebec Premier Rene Leves¬ 
que, his desire for indepen 
dence from Canada and what 
he called the urgent need for 
constitutional ch^ange to pro 
vide Quebecers with a new 
federalist option before the 
referendum.

Richard Hatfield, usually one 
of Trudeau's strongest allies 
among the premiers, testily 
replied;

Soviets 
jailed 
50 years 


NEWARK. N.J (AP) - 
Two Sov iet citizens convicted 
of espionage were sentenced 
to .50 years in prison Monday 
by a U.S. federal Judge who 
said the punishment could 
serve as a deterrent to 
others. 

Valdik Enger, 39. and Ru¬ 
dolf Chemyayev. 43. were 
convicted Oct. 13 for their 
part in a nine-month conspir¬ 
acy to obtain U.S. military 
secrets, including plana for 
anti submarine warfare 
Witnesses testified at the 
two-week trial that the two 
men were lured into the 
scheme by FBI a^ts Inves¬ 
tigating the possibility of a 
network of spies operating 
from Soviet ships. 

Judge Frederick Lacey had 
allowed the two accus^ to 
remain free in the custody of 
Soviet ambassador Anatoly 
Dobrynine prior to sentenc¬ 
ing. U.S. attorney Robert Del 
Tufo had Joined in a defence 
motion for their release 
‘solely in the interest of for¬ 
eign policy " 

Lacey, however, had cau¬ 
tioned Enger and dier- 
nyayev not to count on spe¬ 
cial considerations when they 
were sentenced. "1 have 
never as a judge presided 
over a case where the evi¬ 
dence of guilt was so over 
whelming," hr said. 


John Cooper, chairman of 
the E A N Steering Commit 
tee, said he was officially in¬ 
formed during the day that a 
review committee of the Ca¬ 
nadian Transport Commis¬ 
sion was holding the hearing 
to deal with appeals against 
closure of the service.

' duied. he said he felt his com¬ 
mittee, CP Rail and others 
concerned would be able to 
offer additional evidence 
“and discuss the evidence in 
deuil." 

The hearing has been set 
for 10 a.m. at the Red Lion 
Motor tnn. 

Long after it held lengthy 
hearings in Courtenay and 
Victoria, the CTC ruled in 
favor of a CP Rail application 
to abandon the service as an 
economic loser. The dale of 
execution was extended from 
June to Dec. 13 to allow ap¬ 
peals and give the province a 
chance to fight the decision in 
the courts. 

A court hearing has been 
scheduled for Dec. 4. 

If the effort to save the 
service fails at the review 
committee and court levels, 
the federal cabinet can still 
come to the rescue. 

Those opposing the ruling 
feel optimistic b^ause of the 
greatly increased business 
the passenger service has 
picked up since the matter 
cau^t the public interest.

Provinces 
demand say 


OTTAWA (UPI) • Canada's 10 premiers earned 
Monday they would take a strong hand in any revision 
of the constitution and whatever form it takes it would 
have to reflect the nation's strongly regional nature 

“Who speaks for Canada'V Alberta Premier 
Peter Lougheed asked, echoing a rwent question by 
Prime Minister Trudeau when he sought to fight off 
provincial th^mands for powers now in the federal 
bailiwick. 

“We all do. for this is not a unitary state." 
Lougheed responded 

‘i am prepared to acknow ledge that the status qua 
will no* do. hut neither will upsetting the total apple 
cart." Ontario Premier William Davis said. “We are 
not here to centralize or balkani/e" 

“If we want to see change we can achieve it " 

“We're here to strike a bargain for a belter and 
stronger Canada." Saskatchewan Premier Allan RIa 
keney said. 

“There are real tensions in Canada. The tension is 
there because we as Canadians no longer know what 
the C^onfederation bargain is." Blakeney said. “That 
bargain is what must be rt^slated. it will not be 
restated in one stroke." 

Quebec Premier Rene Levesque marc hed to his 
own drums. He said the only constitutional solution lay 
in sovereignty-association “which seems to us the only 
truly modern and logical way of reorganising essential 
relationships between us. 

"Our objective." he said of the pmvincT he wants 
to lead out of the Canadian federation, “is to be 
masters in our own house in a world that is interde 
pendent." 

In his choice of the phrase “masters in our own 
house." Levesque echoed a Liberal premier of Que 
bee. Jean Lesage. who used the msitres rher nous 
phrase to try to explain Quebec 's aspirations almost 20 
years ago 

In a generally low-keyed opening. I.,evesqup said 
Quebec's goal of sovereignty associaton was but a 
natural evolution of the phiiosophu>s of Quebec leaders 
since then. 

“If there exists a constitutional malaise . it is 
because Quebec poses a fundamental problem for 
Canada as a whole . . and this problem is the inability 
of the existing system to meet the deep and constant 
aspirations of Quebec," he said. 

In one of the most trenchant addresses, Blakeney 
.said Quebec was not alone in its dissatisfacton with the 
current federal system. 

“Our constituion must reflect the hard realits of 
regionalism." he said. 

“We are gathered here to see if we can make our 
constitution reflect a little more.clearly the realities 
which are Canada. 

Blakeney had a “feeling of somelconfidence that a 
bargain can be struck. A new bargain is essential if we 
are to resolve the serious tensions that all of us ha\e 
felt." 

Blakeney cited western difficulties in obtaimne 
more say in resource management and more powers 
in resource revenues. “As we in Saskatchc'wan see it. 
we are under sustained attack ... by the federal 
government." 


Smith warned 
on vote delay

LONDON (Reuter)— Rhodesian black nationalist leader 
Bishop Abel Muzorewa said Monday there would he a 
disaster in Rhodesia if Prime Minister Ian Smith “chick 
ened out" of holding one-man, one-vote elections. 

Smith has pledged to hold the ballot in time to transfer 
power by Dec. 31. 

But during the weekend he said the poll might have to be 
postponed for a few months for “mechanical reasons.'’ 

“There will be a disastrous situation if It turned out at 
the last moment that Mr. Smith had chickened out", said 
Muzorewa. 

At the United Natioas. British representative Mervyn 
Brown said Monday there was no case for lifting sanctions 
against Rhodesia. 

“We believe that it is in the interests of the international 
community to maintain all pressures on Mr. Smith and 
his colleagues in Salfsbury In order to bring them to the 
negotiating table and there to reach agreement on a peace 
ful settlement," Mervyn Brown told the General As¬ 
sembly’s decolonization committee 

In Washington, the state department was angry over 
Smith's assertion his recent visit to the U.S. amounted 
to de facto recognition of his regime. 

Spokesman Hodding Carter said; “The visit in no way 
constituted de facto recoimition. Mr .Smith knows that. He 
was told that before the visit, during it, and after it."

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Marg’s dream trip 
gone with suitcase 
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EDMONTON (CP) — A lost suitcase 
turned Marg .Smith's once-in-a-lifetime va 
cation into an ordeal which ha.sn't endt*d 
yet. 

Her six-week trip to Egypt and England 
was cut to six days. She paid an extra to 
get home. Her bag hasn’t been found yet by 
CP Air. 

“For this trip I bought ail new clothes and 
pitched out my old ones," the S8-year-old 
nurse said. “They were in that suitcase." . 

Mrs. Smith's troubles began Sept. 27 when 
she checked in at Edmonton International 
Airport for a CP Air flight to Amsterdam. 

She had her luggage hooked through to 
Cairo and sat'down to wait for a friend. 

When they left to have coffee 10 minutes 
later the baggage was still on the scales. 
Mrs. Smith didn't make sure her suitcase 
was on the conveyor belt that takes luggage 
to the loading area. It was the last she saw of 
it. CP Air is still looking. 

She went on from Cairo without her lug 
gage to visit friends in Alexandria After 
four sweltering days in Canadian clothes 
Mrs. SmiUfknew she was in a hind. 


She didn't have enough money to bu> 
clothes for both Egypt and England So she 
caught a flight to London because her return 
hooking routed her through there. 

She planned to use a rail pass to travel for 
two weeks, visiting relatives she had never 
seen. 

But without clothes and extra money she 
didn’t want to spring herself on her rela 
lives. So she decided to come home. 


Unfortunately, she was not aware that her 
$1,000 ticket required a minimum 14 -day 
stay overseas before the return portion 
could be used. 


She had no hotel reservations and knew 
little about getting around London. At the 
airport hotel, room rates were $40 a night 

She added up the potential expenses and 
spent almost $^ on a return ticket. 

Her plight has reached the top levels of CP 
Air. She’s been in touch with the airline's 
customer service manager at the Rich¬ 
mond head office.

MAINLAND CHINA’S announced wilUngness to 
send perhaps 10.000 students abroad to attend 
universities and technical schools In the West Is 
a measure of how far the new Chinese leaders 
have progressed from the cultural-revolution 
policies of the late Mao Tse tung. 

Ten yean ago. Mao. the ultimate revolution 
ar>, would have recoiled In horror at the thought 
of exposing students to Western Influences likely 
to lessen their revolutionary zeal. Nor would he 
have been prepared to admit publicly that 
China’s progress required infusions of Western 
science and technoIog>'. The current leadership 
evidently is prepared to accept the risk of 
the former In exchange for the certain benefits of

TORONTO - '^Racism Rife In Can¬ 
ada.” **Humatt Rights Commisidon De 
nounces Racism.” During the past 10 
yean headlines like these have become 
increasingly familiar to Canadians. 

They are familiar especially to Cana 
dians who live in Montreal. Toronto or 
Vancouver where the concentrations of 
‘‘visible minorities” are most pro 
nounced. In Toronto alone, the non 
white population is now about one-fifth 
of the total. 

There is no doubt that so large an 
influx in ao short a time has caused 
resentment among the majority. There 
have been Incidents where resentment 
has boiled over into outright hostility 
and even violence, contrasting marked 
ly with the traditional Canadian traits of 
courtesy and tolerance 

How can this be? 

The geneticists telt us that the differ 
ences between populations of black, yel¬ 
low. brown and pink human beings are 
literally skin deep. The differences be¬ 
tween all individuals, whatever their 
skin color, far exceed any difference 
between the races. 

This is the core of the so-< ailed Tac 


ist” problem. Every one us is unique 
That Is why giving the fullest play to 
individual freedom, consistent with 
preserving the freedom of others, is so 
cruciel to mtnkind’s advance. 

But giving full play to individuals 
conflicts with the impulse of govern 
ments. and of the bureaucracies they 
>pawn. to lump individuals into masses 
that can be manipulated. 

That impulse becomes highly visible 
in the matter of racism. 

“Racial incidents*' occur not be 
cau.se the individuals concerned are dif 
ferent but because people who go from a 
native land to live in a foreign one fail to 
adapt to its customs. 

It is their insistenc'e on importing 
and continuing to practice foreign cus 
toms that results in their being treated 
as foreigners 

It used to be that the newcomer, 
having chosen to live in the new sur 
roundings, would adapt to them, becom 
ing less and less conspicuous every day 
Now he bands into groups of similar 
origin. No longer a minority of one. he 
becomes one of a minority. 



The use of government's coercive 
power to protect minorities’ “rights” 
prevenu them from aasimifating. They 
then attract the hoatillty of the majority 
who developed the traditions and cus¬ 
toms that the newcomers reject. 

Older Canadians who recall the 
phrase in employment notices. “No 
Englishmen need apply”, will recall 
also the reason behind it: Some English 
immigrants had given the rest a bad 
name by praising English customs, by 


criticizing Canadian ones, and other¬ 
wise failing to aaaimilate. 

Racial incldenU in Canada are the 
inevitable result of two federal govern 
ment policies. First, the asteniahlng 
diaciiminatkm In favor of immigrants 
from non-white countries which has 
caused the dramatic and unprecedented 
influx. And second, the sponsoring of 
heritage languages and herbage cus 
toms that perpetuate a foreignness 
among people who formerly, and in 
smaller nurabeig, would have merged 
inconspicuously among their fellow citi 
zens. 

F'urlherniore. the present gpvem 
ment'a policy, under cover of the Offi 
cial Languages Act of 1M9, of injecting 
French Cadadian language and customs 
into places they had failed to reach 
naturally, has led to hostility at least on 
par with iu immigration and “her! 
tage” policies. 

When government uses its power to 
set one group above another group, to 
give one group an advantage at the 
expense of another, or in any way te 
discriminate between^ people who 
consent to be govemei^ H disturbs the 
peace and order which it is govern¬ 
ment’s prime duty to secure

It Is a temptation to overstate the changes, 
at least in the short run, that might be wrought )n 
China by 10.000 students whose degrees in engi 
neering, chemisto, physics, business manage 
ment and such came from some of the best 
schools of learning on this continent and in Eu 
rope. Still, the posslbilitie.s are historically ex 
citing. 

For nearly 30 years China has been an 
extraordinarily closed society. Even the educat 
cd there know far less about life in the West 
than the average citizen in (he Soviet Union or in 
the Eastern European satellite nations. 

The sending abroad of 10,000 of China’s 
brightest young people would mean nothing less 
than lO.OW Marco Polos in reverse: a new win¬ 
dow on the world with 20,000 curious eyes.

Their perspectives cannot help 
but be altered by the years they would spend at 
the finest colleges and universities of the capital 
ist West. 


For the birds 

NOBODY LIKES to be cheated. So in our society 
wc try to keep things fair by making rules which 
everyone must follow. We pass laws, we negoti¬ 
ate labor contracts, we publish regulations. 

But no set of rules can cover every situation 
The possibilities in life are just too numerous. 
There should be room in the rules for the exer¬ 
cise of common sense. But you can’t write that 
as a rule, can you? 

Last Friday on the 9:35 p.m. bus from down¬ 
town Vancouver to North Delta, one Mark 
McConchie climbed aboard carrying a box with 
air holes in it. The driver asked what was in the 
box. McConchie explained that it was a cocka- 
tiel, a bird four inches long which is a member of 
the parrot famdy. The driver said McConchie 
could not take the bird on the bus. There was a 
rule against it. ' 

McConchie. who had just completed the first 
part of his journey home on another bus without 
trouble, stood his ground. The driver stood his 
ground. The bus stood still 

Twenty minutes later a dispatcher arrived. 
He also said birds weren’t allowed on buses. 
Meanwhile McConchie conducted a vote among 
the passengers. They were unanimously in favor 
of letting the bird ride with them. 

Forty-five minutes after this little bird had 
halted the bus. a policeman arrived to warn 
McConchie that if he and his bird did not get off 
the bus. he could be charged. McConchie got off 
(he bus. 

Later someone at B.C. Hydro information 
services said the rule is that passengers may 
carry small birds on buses provided they are 
adequately caged. That rule notwithstanding, a 
supervisor added, the rule is that the individual 
bus driver has the final say on whether a bird 
can ride on his bus. 

Why, you might ask, was there not a little 
common sense displayed during this bizarre 
incident? But there was. Throughout the entire 
episode the cockatiel didn’t make a sound.

Why cold shoulder given 
Ian Smith in Washington 
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Some nationalist advances 


TORONTO — The rise of 
Canada's foreign debts from 
US billion at the end of 1978 to 
1191 bUlion at the eMi of 1977 
makes it easy to write off 
Canadian nationalism as s 
lost cause. But this force has 
sustained two notable vic¬ 
tories in the past couple of 
decades. The rate of emigra- 
tkm of Canadians to the Unit 
ed States has plummeted to 
almost nothing and the Cana 
dian labor movement Is be¬ 
ginning to acquire a Cana¬ 
dian coloratioa. 

Emigration from Canada 
to tbe U.S. for decades 
formed a conspicuous ele¬ 
ment of the Canadian socio¬ 
logical landscape. In the 
years, 1911-1939, 1.7 milUon 
Canadians migrated south in 
search of better economic op¬ 
portunities. 

In 1923. 117.991 Canadians 
emigrated to the United 
SUtes. By 1929 the figure was 
93,389. Families in specific 
regions of Canada had their 
favorite de.stinatioas. People 
in tbe Maritimees moved to 
Boston and environs, making 
that city the honorary capital 
of the Maritime provinces. 
Young men in southwestern 
Ontario were raised in the 
expectation that on reaching 
maturity they would move to 
Detroit. People in Quebec 
migrated to New England in 
such numbers that French 
Canadians became one of the 
four major ethnic groups in 
that region, competing with 
the Irish and the Italians 

If Canadians were still 
emigrating to the United 
States at the tame rate as in 
tbe 19Mi, 399,999 CaaadUns a 
year would be taking this 
step. In fact. Canada'i emi¬ 
gration rate has been less 
than l/39tb the rate of the 
early 1929a. 

Canadian nationaliita can 
take comfort also fram (he 
burgeoning of the Caasdian 
sector of tha aatiooal labor 
movement, la 1919, 81 Mr 
cent of the members of labor 
unions here belonged to 
unions which had their head¬ 
quarters in the U.S. In the 
first month of 1978, unions 



with headquarters south of 
the border accounted for only 
47.4 per cent of Canadian 
members, a decline from 49 
per cent in the first month of 
1977 

There are ses-eral reasons 
for the move towards the 
Canadianization of tbe na¬ 
tional labor movement. The 
dynamics of Canadian unions 
have long outstripped those 
of their U.S. counterparts. In 
the first month of 1978, 39 per 
cent of the Canadian non 
farm labor force belonged to 
labor unions, while in tbe U.S. 
only 28 per cent of the non- 
farm labor force was enrolled 
in labor unions. 

In 1977, the membership of 
Canada's unions rose by 4.1 
per cent, and in the years 
between 1987 and 1977 it rose 
by an average of 5.1 per cent 
a year. In the United States, 
by contrast, between 1974 and 
1977. union membership de 
dined by .'^,900. 

The growth of the Canadian 
segment of the national labor 
movement also is attribut 
able to the unionlution of 
government workers under 
unions which are not affiliat¬ 
ed with U.S. unions. The Ca¬ 
nadian Union of Public Em 
ployeea (CUPE) Is Canada’s 
largest union with 230,000 
members, while the National 
Union of Provincinl Govern¬ 
ment Employees (NUPGE) 
with 128,000 members and the 
Onurio Public Service Em¬ 
ployees Union (OPSEU) with 
•8,900 members are mgJor 
unions formed only recently. 

The Canadian union move¬ 
ment also has been marked 
by the breakaway of Cana 
dian affiliates from their U.S. 


parent unions. The Canadian 
PaperwnriBen Union with 52. 
999 members, wu formed in 
1974 from tbe Canadian 
branch of the United Paper 
workers International Union, 
while the Communication 
Workori of Canada in 1972 set 
itself up after brooking with 
ila U.S. parent. 

The reason there are so few 
breakaways is illustrated by 
the experience of Actors’ Eq¬ 
uity of Canada, which in 1979 
detached itself from a U.S. 
union. Before breaking away, 
it found when it acted to buy a 
building for its headquarters 
that a clause in its constitu¬ 
tion would have given title to 
the property to its U.S. parent 
union. The U.S. union would 
have had the authority to sell 
the building and pay the Ca¬ 
nadian union nothing. 

Canadian branches of U.S. 
unions are subject to the “re¬ 
verter” clause under which 
any branch breaking away 
from a parent union loses its 
assets, including its bank ac¬ 
counts, to the parent union. 
When the Canadian Paper- 
workers Union was estab¬ 
lished. its U.S. head office 
agrtHMl. as a special act of 
grace and favor, not to re¬ 
claim the assets of the break 
away affiliate, as the union 
constitution allowed it to do. 
The “reverter” clause in¬ 
hibits Canadian unions from 
detaching themselves from 
their U.S. parents 
Canadian nationalism has 
been given scant sympathy 
by the major political par¬ 
ties. but in the hinterland it it 
steadily making inroads.

Many a ghost (if sou can 
pretend for a moment that 
such things exist) must have 
been watching thoughtfully 
from the background in 
Washington during the week 
when Ian Smith of White 
Rhodesia came (here hoping 
for support for his theory that 
he and his pollciet atone can 
save Rho^la from (he 
clutches of Moscow . 

Mr Smith’s arguments 
were familiar to anyone who 
lived through the troubled re¬ 
settling of the nations after 
the Second World War. At 
such times there is always a 
nostalgic yearning to put 
things back as they were be¬ 
fore. In Italy the British 
wanted to keep the Italian 
monarchy. In Yugoslavia the 
Americans much preferred 
Draja Mihailovic to Josip 
Broz Tito. Washington would 
have backed Mihailovic 
against Tito had Winston 
Churchill not outmanoeuvred 
them. 

Sometimes, back in those 
days, the Smith type of argu¬ 
ment won out. “We are your 
olj friends.” “We know how 
to run the country.” “We hale 
communism.” “We can* 
maintain law and order" 
“Just give us another 
chance ** 

In the name of such argu¬ 
ments the United SUtes 
backed ChMng Kai-shek in 
China against Mao Tse-tung. 
And in Vietnam the United 
SUtes turned down Ho Chi 
Mink when he asked for 
Washington's help. Instead. 
Washington allowed the 
French to come back into In¬ 
dochina and the Dutch to go 
back to Indonesia 

The same sort of argu¬ 
ments were in the back¬ 
ground when Washington 
broke with Gamal Abdel 
Nasser of E^yl. After all. He 
was a radical, populist up¬ 
start who insisted on pushing 
the old order out of Egypt ~ 
and out of the Suez Canal. 
And when he could not get the 
guns he wanted from the 
West, he bought them from 
the Czechs, who were part of 
the Soviet system. 

So Washington broke off re¬ 
lations with Mr. Nasser and 
cancelled its plan to build the 
high dam at Aswan for him. 
And so the Soviets built the 
dam. and for a long time 
enjoyed a naval base at Alex¬ 
andria. and had afr bases all 
over Egpyt — and presum¬ 
ably would still had they nut 
made themselves intolerable 
there by their own .arro¬ 
gance 

The story repeated il.seif 
over and over again. Wash¬ 
ington. and often London, too. 
yearned to back the old 
order, and backed the new 
only rarely and for unusual 
reasons. Usually they did 
back the old order with 
disastrous results. In Indo¬ 
china Ho Chi Minh. turned 
down by Washington, turned 
to Moscow for help. The trail 
led the United States into the 
longest war it ever fought and 
the painful repudiation of two 
preaidients. Lyndon Johnson 
and Richard Nixon. The 
backing of Chiang instead of 
Mao in China (Mao, too. had 
ashed for American aid) led 
into the Korean War 



The trouble about backing 
the old ordqr is that it usually 
faib to reflect the aspirations 
of tbe new generations 
Every time Washington 
backed a diiang Kai-shek or 
a Bao Dai (former Vietnam 
ese emperor) or tbe French 
in Indochina or Fulgencio 
Batista In Cuba, the way was 
left open for Moscow to mov e 
in and pick up the popular 
side, as it has done over and 
over again all over the world 
since the Second World War 
So now we come to Rhode¬ 
sia. Mr. Smith has an appeal 
ing argument. He represents 
a highly efficient white-run 
economy. His country has 
prosper^ under white lead¬ 
ership and control. Rhode¬ 
sia's farms and mines are 
tied into the fabric of West 
European industry and econ¬ 
omy. Washington. London. 
Paris and Bona would all 
find it easier to have Mr 
Smith’s regime continue to 
run things in Rhodesia. 

But where in Rhodesia is 
the truly popular side? Who 
speaks for the aspirations of 
the younger generations? Is 
it Mr. Smith and the “inside ' 
black leaders who came to 
Washinmon with him? Yes. 
he has brought into the Rho 
deslan government with him 
self Bishop Abel Muzorewa 
and the Rev. Ndabaningi 
SIthole. who are members of 
tbe largest of the country’s 
black tribes, the Mashona 
And he is supported by Chief 
Jo*oph Chirau. who repre 
sints the group of tribal 
(hirfUins. 

but many thousand.s of 
>ouiiger Rhodesian blacks 
are out In the bush in armed 
bands under (he leadership of 
Joshua Nkomo, based in 
neighboring Zambia, or Ro 
belt Mugabe in neighboring 
Mozambique. And tlw armed 
guerrillaa under these lead¬ 
ers have been pushing ever 
deeper into Rhodesia and at¬ 
tracting more and more sup¬ 
port among the younger 
blacks 

Mr. Smith has tried to ap 
peal to the West and to count 
er the rising strength of the 
“outside” blacks by an 
nouncing an end to racial seg 
regation All laws groviding 


fur separation of the rates 
are to be abolished, his go\ 
emment sa.vs. This was an 
nounced on the same day Mr 
Smith was talking in Wash 
ington to Secretary of Stale 
Cyrus Vance. But the 
changes are more Impressive 
on the surface than in real 
Ity. 

Any Rhodesian black child 
may in the future get to white 
schools, or any black to a 
white hospital — provided the 
oiack family can afford the 
fee. But the fees are based on 
the incomes of the while com 
munity — where incomes run 
about 10 times tho.se in the 
black community Fewer 
than a thousand black fami 
lies in all of Rhodesia could 
afford white school and hospi 
tal fees. 

So while Mr. Carter and 
Mr. Vance in Washington 
would undoubtedly have liked 
to welcome Mr. Smith and 
promise him their support 
and blessing — as their pro 
decessors did for Chiong Kai 
shek and Ngo Dinh Diem and 
King Farouk of Eg>’pt and 
many another remainders 
from an older order — the> 
did no such thing. .Mr. Smith 
got a cold shoulder, because 
he has not yet come to terms 
with the two leaders of the 
“outside” blacks whose 
armed forces are in the field 
and fighting Mr Smith's 
forces. 

They gave him (he cold 
shoulder because, had they 
embraced him. Messrs 
Nkomo and Mugabe would 
perforce have moved even 
closer to Moscow, which 
could easily send Cuban 
troops to help them. What 
Washington does not want is 
a civil war Hi Rhodesia, end 
ing up in a triumph for the 
Nkomo-Mugabe forces 
backed by Cubans under 5k) 
Viet leadership. 

Mr. Smith has made more 
than one try at bringing Mr 
Nkomo into this government 
This past August he went to 
Zambia for a secret meeting 
with Mr. Nkomo and talked 
with bint But nothing came 
of it. 

Washington is ready to 
back Mr. Smith anytime he 
can come to terms with the 
black leaders of the “out 
side” forces. But Washing 
(on. remembering those 
faces watching from the 
background of hisU)r>’, is un 
willing again to risk backing 
the older order against the 
younger generation — and 
thus once more handing a 
golden opportunity to (he 
men of Moscow, who never 
seem reluctant to seize such a 
chance

• The majority of volunteer 
departments also engage in 
formal training. Often train 
ing involves as much time as 
paid departments devote to 
it. In fact, some paid depart 
ments have no formal train¬ 
ing programs at all. Your de 
Ncription of volunteers as 

amateur” may be correct 
by definition, however it is 
clearly a misconception. 

• In the time of “true” 
emergencies, volunteers will 
be doing a job the same as 
paid men and will act accord¬ 
ingly. Past history shows 
they do as well as any paid 
firefighters. You seem to for¬ 
get that volunteers are there 
because they want to be: not 
because it is a job. 

• Volunteer enthusiasm ex¬ 
tends also to care and main¬

I wish to respond to recent criticisms 
published in your newrspapor regarding the 
ovemUilzatlon of acute care beds in Vic- 
torta*s two major hospitals, resulting from 
the lack of beds in the long-term care pro 
gram. 

This Is not a new problem. It has existed 
for some years, not only in Victoria but in 
other major areas of the province. It was in 
order to alleviate this recurring situation 
that we introduced the long-term care pro¬ 
gram, so that we could free as many 
acute care beds as poasible. It is a problem- 
that will not be resolved overnight, but I am 
pleased to say that the LTC program is 
steadily achieving its purpose. It is getting 
people who no longer require expensive 
acute care services, into less costly inter¬ 
mediate and extended care beds. 

The residents of Victoria and district 
should be made aware that in the reasonably 
immediate future the Capital Regional Dis¬ 
trict win be getting more than SOO new inter¬ 
mediate care beds, and 200 new extended 
care beds, for the long-term care pro¬ 
gram. The following is a list of intermediate 
care projects in Victoria and district:

The latest article by Brian Smith (Oct. U) has prompted 
me to join the current debate being waged over the conten¬ 
tious Issue regarding the role of the monarchy In the Cana 
dian state. The issue, only to reiterate what Mr. Smith has 
already said, concerns the proposed amendment of Set. 

9 of the BNA Act. 1867. by Sec. 43 of the Comitilutional 
Amendment Bill and the implied change in the executive 
power of Canada 

Mr. Smith correctly points out the fact that “in reality.*' 
under the present system existing in Canada, the Privy 
Council (which, for practical reasons, U one and the same 
as the federal cabinet) as.sumes the role of advisor to 
the sovereign. In turn it becomes the apex of “true” 
executive power in federal politics. However, what Mr. 
Smith has decided to leave out. and what I believe to be 
one of the very basic points of the whole discussion, is that 
in 1931 under the Statute of Westminster Canada became 
an Independent country. 

The siMificance of this bill to the present di.scussion is 
found in the fact that the statute made the governor gen¬ 
eral the sovereign's representative in Canada. As time 
went by. the governor general came for practical (and 
perhaps nationalist) reasons to exercise more and more of 
the sovereign*s power. This appears to be only a logical 
evolution considering the fact that ihu sovereign lived in 
another country’, visiting Canada only infrequently 

This observation, however, must not be taken out of con 
text with another reality — (he demand of people for 
popular sovereignty. This desire manifested itself in the 
fact that we no longer speak of “the Queen’* as the execu 
tive power, but ratner tne “Queen in Parliament.** These 
turns of events serve to elucidate why the cabinet, 
accountable to the house, should advise the governor 
general (acting on behalf of and in the name of the Queen) 
concerning the governing of Canada. The sovereign, then, 
shall remain very* much the “rubber stamp’* in the legis 
lative process that It has been for years. Only a return to 
(he divine right of kings could alter this situation and 
one almost suspects this Is exactly what Mr. .Smith longs 
for, judging from the tone of his article. * 

Given these facts concerning the legislative power of 
the monarchy, one must ask what the real role of a Cana 
dian sovereign should be? Mr. Smith, somewhat unin 
tentionally I suspect, provides us not only with the answer to 
(his question but also the method of achieving it. It 
may ie said that the only (rue and desirable role of the sov 
ercign Is that of a symbolic and unifying figure, above 
the only too familiar politics we encounter every day. 

Mr. Smith appears to see this obvious (and restricted) 
role of the Queen, yet he fail.s to look closely at the demands 
placed on such a sovereign. He does this once again by 
omitting a fact of extreme importance and tremendous 
consequence to the Canadian state. 

This fact of course is the large French-Canadian mi¬ 
nority who live within the state. It may be possible to 
argue, as Mr. Smith does In part, that the Queen plays 
this unifying and symbolic role (when she is in Canada) 
for many English-Canadlans. Mr. Smith’s generalization on 
the matter, however, forces him to adopt the false po>i 
tion that she also acts as a unifying force to the French 
Canadians. This segment of our population (which hap 
pens to be over one-quarter of the total) simply does not see 
its roots, values, or culture portrayed by the Queen. 


This is not to say that the French-Canadians hold any 
dislike for the ()deen. but rather that they see her as 
nothing more than an English-Canadlan figurehead. It 
Is perhaps worth noting at this time that, by a vast ma¬ 
jority of the English (Canadians the Queen is seen in 
much the same way most of the time. It is really only 
when she visits Canada that she serves in any unifying 
sense to an already unified English-Canadian popuia- 
tion. 

What is needed then. I believe, is exactly what Mr. 
Trudeau’s proposed bill will in fact bring about. To begin 
with, a true dehnition of what the Canadian sovereign's leg 
islative role wilf be. recognizing both the evolution of the 
role of the governor general and the need fur power to lie 
with the people’s elected representatives. > 

Secondly, the symbolic and unifying role of the mon¬ 
archy ftbould be placed, for the most part, in a Canadian who 
can fulfill this role for all Canaaians all of the time. 
(Whenever (he (Jueen happens to be in Canada she will of 
course assume her role from (he governor general and again 
serve the interests of those Canadians she served in the 
past. 

Only if these fundamental steps are taken, placing a 
Canadian in a position of being truly able to unify Canada, 
can .Mr. Smith’s claim that the monarchy stand.s as a symbol 
of Canadian unity hold any validity.

“The heat is basically pro¬ 
vided by people, lighting and machines, 
supplemented by a one-hour warmup cycle in 
the morning." 

Lewis said the warmup heater for this 
section of the building obviously did not 
provide enough heat in the one-hour cycle.

Saanich orders 
new computers 


Saanich is going to replace 
its $250,000 trouble-plagued 
computer system. 

The decision was taken at 
an io-camera council meet¬ 
ing Monday. 

Finance committee chair¬ 
man Aid. David Paterson ad¬ 
mitted Saturday that the 
municipality was encounter¬ 
ing problems with the par¬ 
tially-installed system which 
could end in court action to 
have the situation rectified. 

Datatech Milacron of (Qua¬ 
dra street was awarded the 
contract to provide and in¬ 
stall the equipment and pro¬ 
gramming 18 months ago in a 
three-stage program. 

First phase of the “in- 
house" system involved the 
installation six months ago of 
equipment; the second phase, 
partially completed, covered 
installation of more sophisti¬ 
cated equipment and some 
programming. Final phase 
would see completion of the 
progamming next year. 

However, concern by se¬ 
nior municipal staff over 
problems with the program¬ 
ming and the sophisticated 
«f^uipmenl sparked a series 
of meetings between Data 
tech and council, culminating 
in Monday's closed meeting. 

The Honeywell equipment 
being ordered as replace¬ 
ment will have a larger ca¬ 
pacity and much bigger stor¬ 
age system. 

Saanich decided to convert 
to computers for processing 


property taxes, payrolls, 
voters* lists and 43 other jobs 
farmed out or done by hand. 
So far only the municipal 
payroll and accounts payable 
are being done by computer. 


A comprehensive package 
for the preservation of com 
mercial heritage buildings 
will be placed before Victoria 
city council's finance com 
mittee this morning. 

The proposed scheme, 
which has been in the works 
for more than 12 months, dif 
fers from the city's resident¬ 
ial heritage preservation pro¬

Pipeline engineers 
slip on ditching 


First the bad news. 

An $11,000 goof was made recently by 
the Capital Region District's engineer 
ing department. 

CRD engineers, responsible for the 
design of the Saanich Peninsula's water 
pipeline, failed to note a fairly well 
known peninsula bylaw when they wrote 
the line's specifications. 

THE BYXAW, belonging to Central 
Saanich, requires ditches to be back 
filled with gravel (granular material) 
instead of clay. 

Normally, engineers consult a muni 
cipality's bylaws before they start dig¬ 
ging. 

After a hurried call from the contrac¬ 
tors. w ho were digging, engineers asked 
Saanich Peninsula Water Commission 
chairman Joe Taylor for the $11,000 

Taylor authorized the expense after 
telephoning as many commission mem 
bers as he could on short notice. 

BEFORE AUTHORIZING the ex 
pense, Taylor said Monday in an inter 
view, he made sure the $11,000 would not 
increase the overall cost of the pipe¬ 
line. 


The $11,000 was subsequently ap¬ 
proved by the water commission at a 
formal meeting. 

The money was charged against the 
pipeline's $1.8 million master borrowing 
bylaw and will not affect the overall cost 
of the pipeline. 

Now the good news. 

THE ROUTE chosen for the pipeline 
will be cheaper than alternative routes 
that were considered, although two of 
the alternatives were cheaper on 
paper. 

The new route is cheaper because the 
alternatives would have involved pos¬ 
sible lengthy negotiations for rights-of 
way over private and federal lands, as 
well as expensive legal hassles. Tay¬ 
lor said. 

The present route avoids that by 
travelling along the Pat Bay Highway, 
north to the McTavish Road reser¬ 
voirs. 

This means the line would probably be 
completed by April next year, “before 
the start of the heavy-use season." Tay¬ 
lor said. 


Housing project revived 

James Bay proposal gets another hearing 


A milikHi-dolltr development proposal for James 
Bay shot down two weeks ago by Victoria city council 
has been resurrected and will be subject to another 
public hearing Nov .8. 

The plana for 23 single-family homes to be built on 
about one and a half acres of land at Boyd and Luxton 
were rejected by city council following fierce opposi¬ 
tion to the project from James Bay residents. 

The project will be reconsidered by city council at 
the request of Aid. Larry Ryan 


Meanwhile, Daon Development Corp., the deve¬ 
loper, has improved its position by adding to the 
property withwt increasing the number of units, 
bringing it within the limits of duplex density. 

It was chiefly on the basis of density that residents 
criticized the project. They said the property should be 
zoned for duf^x use. 

The Daon proposal calls for the concentration of 
units in several clusters along the lines of zero-lotline 
development to achieve the maximum of open space. 

The homes are to sell for about $75,000.

The scheme is to eliminate 
the ilanger of legal action 
against the city by building 
ewnert who might claim 
compensation for financial 
losses as a result of their 
property's heritage designa¬ 
tion. 

Here's how the proposed 
scheme would work: 

• Following compilation 
of the heritage registry 
which, according to Aid. Ro¬ 
bert Wright, might consist of 
up to 100 buildings, the 
owners will be notified that 
their buildings are consider 
ed of heritage value and are 
included In the registry. 

• Having their building in 
the registry, qualifies the 
owner to display a heritage 
plaque on the facade. 

• Beyond that, nothing 
may ever happen, unless an 
owner decides to alter the 
building or tear it down. 

• In that case, city coun 
cil will Immediately Intro¬ 
duce a heriUge designation 
bylaw which freezes all activ¬ 
ity concerning that building 
for a period of 90 days. 

• At the same time, the 
city will negotiate with the 
owner for the retention of the 
building's heritage qualities. 

• If negotiations fail, the 
designation bylaw may be 
approved and the owner will 
be given a ceiling on the prop¬ 
erty's asses.sment at the cur¬ 
rent level. 

This a.sses.sment celling 
would also encourage up¬ 
grading of commercial heri¬ 
tage buiiding.s. 

To get a further grip on the 
city's two most vulnerable 
areas, which contain most of 
the potential commercial 
4ieritage buiidings. city coun 
dl would declare Old Town 
and Chinatown a develop 
ment permit area. 

Development activity with¬ 
in .such a specified area is 
subject to strict design con¬ 
trols by council. 

Wright said the scheme 
would give the city complete 
control over the preservation 
of commercial heritage 
buildings without actually 
having to designate them at 
the outset. 

The provision for placing a 
ceiling on the as.sessment of 
commercial heritage buiid¬ 
ings, he said, would not be 
retroactive. 

In other words, it will not 
apply to commercial build 
ings which have already been 
designated. 

A number of buildings on 
Douglas and Government, in- 
cludiiig the Empress Hotel, 
were designated as heritage 
structures more than a year 
ago. 

Bylaws for the designation 
of an additional 31 buildings 
in the downtown area were 
tabled by council some time 
ago because of the possible 
threat of litigation. 

These bylaws will now be 
scrapped.

Convention blitzers 
seek U.S. business

NEW YORK <AP) — 
They're calling it the October 
Massacre on Wall Street—a 
devastating market decline 
that cut the paper value of 
stocks by well over $100 bil¬ 
lion in a little more than two 
weeks. 

By Monday, analysu had 
begun comparing It to the 
other great market debacles 
of this century—the 1962 
showdown between President 
Kennedy and the steel Indus 
try over prices, the fall of 
France In the early days of 
the Second World War and 
even the crash of 1929 which 
led to a drop of some 80 per 
cent in stock prices and the 
Great Depres.sion. 

The recent sell-off has not 
reached crash proportions 
But from mid-October 
through Monday noon the 
Dow Jones industrial aver¬ 
age fell more than 11 per 
cent, from 897 to below 800 

Monday afternoon the 
average of 30 big-name 
stocks stag^ its first mean¬ 
ingful rally over that span, 
recovering from an early 17- 
point deficit to Hose with a 
5.80-polnt gain at 811.85. 

But the broad tally of all 
New York Stock Exchange 
issues still showed three 
stocks declining for every one 
that went up Monday. 

Behind the slide, most ana¬ 
lysts agree, have been wide¬ 
spread fears among Investors 
of worsening inflation, and 
speculation that another bad 
recession might be on the 
way. 

The market is widely fol¬ 
lowed as a kind of crystal 
ball, foretelling future eco¬ 
nomic trends.

1973 and 1974—they accurate¬ 
ly foreshadowed the worst 
post-war recession to hit the 
United States. But they also 
experienced soma sharp 
drops in the t960s that turned 
out to be false alarms. 

While some observers 
maintain that the worst is 
probably over for the market, 
and that smart investors now 
should be buying, not selling, 
nearly all agree that there 
are plenty of problems in the 
pre.sent economic picture to 
trouble Investors. 

In recent days, analysts 
say the severity of the mar¬ 
ket's decline has been in¬ 
creased by margin calls— 
forced selling by investors 
who had bought stock using 
margin, or loans from bro¬ 
kers. 


The collateral on these 
loans la stock, and when the 
price of that stock falls below 
minimum limits, they must 
either put up more assets or 
sell to pay their brokers 
back. 

When this market decline 
began, margin debt was at a 
record level. Thelast monthly 
report from the NYSE 
showed $12.4 billion in loans 
outstanding among 990.000 
investor accounts. 

Margin calls also played a 
prominent role in tl^ Great 
Crash 49 years ago. The U.S. 
Federal Reserve regulates 
margin buying by setting 
borrowing limits—currently 
50 per cent of the price of a 
stock. 

*'Back in the boom market 


of 1929. there were no rules at 
all," Paul Samuelaon wrote 
in hla textbook Economics. 

“One could borrow 70. 89. 
or even 90 per cent of the 
value of any stock he bought. 
Little wonder that, once the 


crash came, broken began to 
ask their clients to put up 
more mor^ to cover the de¬ 
clining value of their stocks. 

‘*8tnce many clients were 
already operating on a shoe¬ 
string, they could not pony up

U.S. gymnast near perfect to win gold medal 


STRASBOURG, FrADce 
(AP) — Kurt Tfcomti of die 
United Statga executed a 
near flawleM routine to take 
the gold medal In the floor 
exercises event at the world 
gymnastic championships on 
Sunday. 

Thomas, 12, garnered a 
total of 13.650 points of a pos¬ 
sible 23 points to outdistance 
Japan's Shlgeni Kaaamatsu. 
fonner world gvmnastlcx 
champion, who to^ the sec 
ond spot with 13.578 points. 

Alexander Dltiatln of the 


Soviet Union took the bronxe 
medal with 13.403 points. 

Thomas gave the United 
States its first medal in world 
class competition since Peter 
Kormann of Braintree, 
Mass., took a bronte medal In 
the Montreal Olympic Games 
In 1973. 

Thomas came into Sun¬ 
day's individual apparatus 
competition with a 9.75 ag¬ 
gregate, which ho bettered by 
more than 0.15 points to take 
the highest score of the day 
with 9 90 points. 


Thomas's gold medal was 
the United States' first gym¬ 
nastics ftrst-plice finish 
since George uulack won a 
gold In the rings exercise in 
die 1932 Los Angeles Olym¬ 
pics. 

Hungary's Zoltan Magyar 
took the gold medal in the 
pommel horse event, with 
West German Eberhard 
Gienger winning the silver 
and Bulgarian Stioan Delt- 
chev placing third. 

Olympic and world cham¬ 
pion Nikolai Andrianov of the 
Soviet Union won the gold 


modal in the rings event wHh 
a total of 13.703. 

Second was another Rus¬ 
sian. Alexander Dltiatln. with 
19.675, for his second medal 
of the day. He took the bronze 
In the floor exercises. World 
rings champion Oanut Grecu 
of Romania, who aiso holds 
the Olympic bronze, took the 
bronze here with 19.650. 

Andrianov, who slipped 
twice in his floor exercise 
minutes earlier, showed no 


sign of nervousness although 
his dismount was a little rag- 
■ed. 

Japan’s Kasamatsu came 
In fourth with 19.929. 

Japan's Junichi Shimizu 
won the gold In the vault, 
beating world champion An¬ 
drianov Into second place, 
with East Germany's Ralph 
Bathel third. 

Shimuzu, who did not even 
qualify among the top 36 
^mnasts In Friday's men's 


combined exercises, 
an excellent 9.93 for a total 

19.600. Andrianov’s silver 
with 19.578 gave the Soviet 
men's team its seventh 
medal of the championships. 

Bathel scored 19.550. 

Silver medalist In the com¬ 
bined. Eizo Kenmotsu of 
Japan took the gold in the 
parallel bars event, with 

19.600, and Andrianov and 
Hiroji Kajlyama of Japan 
tied for second with 19.575.

The law firm asked last 
week that Michelin be cited 
for contempt for the manner 
In which the six workers were 
brought to Halifax from Mi 
chelin's plant in Granion, 
eastern Nova Scotia. 

The firm declined all com 
ment on the various legal 
moves 

The six employees are John 
Lake, Myron Marshall. Ha 
\elock Munroe. Brian 
Zwicker. George Cormier 
and Gary Bent 

Larkin said they were 
suing as individuals with the 
support of the union, which is 
running an often-bitter cam 
paign to gain the right to 
represent the Michelin work 
ers. 

'The union recently charged 
the firm with unfair labor 
practices and the hoard con 
eluded hearings on that 
(*harge last week without an 
nouncing a decision.

The three ex¬ 
pected to make the munds in 
North America (his winter 
are A Texas. A Russia and 
B Hung Kong. 

.Antibodies to all three 
forms of the flu virus are 
incorporated in the flu shots 
which are being made avail¬ 
able to (he chronically ill 
through the regional health 
(dfice clinic, doi’tors and hos- 
^als, he said. 

About 9.000 doses have 
been distributed so far in the 
Capital Region health dis¬ 
trict. 

The A-Texas variety swept 
through most of (he suuthem 
United iStates la.st winter, and 
although nut virulent, felled a 
large number of aged and 
infirm people through pneu 
monia that followed (he flu 
symptoms. 

The A Russia virus, report 
(kI in centres as far apa^ 
as Chechoslovakia and China 
last winter, has .so far not 
made a major appearance on 
North America. 

It has been identified as 
related to a \irus that killed 


millions shortly after the 
First World War. 

B-Hong Kong i.s a relatively 
mild mutation uf a flu virus 
which three years ago led to 


emergency plans to inoculate 
the entire population because 
it was feared to be a killer flu. 
The fears proved ground 
less.

Benefits of change 
dividing premiers 



OTTAWA (CP) - Prime 
Minister Trudeau and On- 
(ario Premier William Davis 
differed Monday on the im¬ 
pact constitutional reform 
would have on the sluggLsh 
economy as the federal-pro¬ 
vincial meeting on the consti¬ 
tution opened. 

In one of the few references 
to economic issues, Trudeau 
said political stability arising 
from a succes.sful constitu¬ 
tional overhaul would encour¬ 
age Initiatives from inves¬ 
tors. 

If there is to be a stable 
economy, investors must 
know the rule.s of the game 
and be freed from uncer 
tainty, Trudeau ^aid. 

The prime minister sug¬ 
gested that because the coun¬ 
try is divided politically, the 
economy is weak. Unity Is 
required for Canada to com¬ 
pete, he said. 

But Davis, whose province 
is regarded as the induatrial 
heartland, was less enthusi¬ 
astic about the economic 


benefits of constitutional re¬ 
form. 

Davis said discussions he 
had with investors indicated 
that while they are concerned 
with politics, the reasons for 
lagging investment run 
deeper. 

He said he would not want 
people to think that solutions 
to economic problems would 
automatically arise from the 
talks on the constitution. 

Trudeau said some may 
ask why the heads of govern¬ 
ment are meeting on the con¬ 
stitution while the economy la 
so troubled. 

He noted that thera Is to be 
a federal-provincial pre¬ 
mier's conference in Novem¬ 
ber to follow up on economic 
deciskms taken at a similar 
meeting last February. 

Trudeau appeared to get 
some backing for his position 
from B.C. Premier Bennett, 
who said confidence in the 


future of the economy and 
national unity go hand in 
hand. 

Problems with the institu¬ 
tional structure of the coun¬ 
try would have an inhibiting 
effect on the economy, Ben¬ 
nett said. 

John Buchanan, newly- 
elected premier of Nova Sco¬ 
tia, said the premiers must 
recognize their duty to face 
economic questions and real¬ 
ise that Canada is beset with 
severe economic problems. 
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Natives 
demand 
set seats 


OTTAWA (CP>—Constitu¬ 
tional reforms must guaran¬ 
tee Canadian natives a fixed 
number of seats in federal 
and provincial legislatures, 
says Harry Daniels, presi¬ 
dent of the Native Council of 
Canada. 

A political system has to be 
worked out “whereby we be¬ 
come integrated into your so¬ 
ciety. but with guarantees 
which allow us to retain our 
identity as distinctive, his¬ 
torical national minorities." 
Daniels said in a brief pre¬ 
sented Monday to the first 
ministers* conference on the 
constitution. 

*Tt can only be accom¬ 
plished through opportunities 
for us to represent ourselves 
in legislatures." 

The council represents 
about TM.aOl Metis and non 
registered Indians in the two 
territories and all provinces 
except Manitoba and Saskat 
chewan. 
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OTTAWA (CP)-Sa8kat 
chewan feels it is “under sus¬ 
tained attack’' from the fed 
era! government over who 
controls the province’s natu 
ral resources, according to 
Premier Allan Blakeney. 

Blakeney listed the Issue 
Monday as a prime example 
of federal intrusion into pro¬ 
vincial Jurisdiction over re¬ 
sources such as oil and pot¬ 
ash. as he and fellow Western 
premiers pressed for a redis¬ 
tribution of powers with Ot¬ 
tawa. 

An overiy-centraliied gov¬ 
ernment could hot handle all 
the problems arising in a 
country as diverse as Can¬ 
ada, he told Prime Minister 
Trudeau and other premiers 
at the opening of the constitu¬ 
tional conference. 

"As we In Saskatchewan 
tee it we are under sustained 
attack—and I use the words 
with care—sustained attack 
by the federal govamment." 
Blakeney said. 

Ottawa had supported com¬ 
pany measures before the 
courts challening his prov¬ 
ince's right to control devel¬ 
opment and to tax ita natural 
resources, said the premier, 
fresh from re-election in a 
provincial campaign fought 
on the Issue of who controls 
provincial resources. 

Ottawa also picked out oil 
for a special export levy 
while leaving electricity ex- 

K rted from Ontario or Que- 
c untouched, he added. 

“Financing our federation 
Is something that must be 
done by all sides in a fair 
manner, not by singling out 
for special federal levies the 
particular resources of a spe¬ 
cified region." 

His stand on resources 
jurisdiction won full support 
from Premier Peter Lough- 
eed of Alberta, which pro¬ 
duces 83 per cent of the coun¬ 
try’s oil and natural gas. 

I^gheed felt that "if Can¬ 
ada is to survive and flourish, 
the outlying parts of the coun¬ 
try must be given the oppor¬ 
tunity to participate as fully 
as do the more populated 
centres in the mainstream 
of Canadian decision-mak¬ 
ing." 

Trudeau, opening the con¬ 
ference. said he is prepared 
to negotiate resource control 
issues. 

But his government was 
not prepared to give up all 
federal claims over re¬ 
sources. 

Earlier in the day. Pre¬ 
miers Sterling Lyon of Mani 
toba and Bennett of B.C. said 
redistribution of powers 
should be a top priority for 
the government leaders. 

Bennett said there is “too 
much intergovernmental 
bickering" and measures 
should be taken to end the 
overlap In jurisdiction that 
causes the battles. 

Blakeney said while discus¬ 
sion continues on newer 
topics such at the role of the 
monarchy or the future of the 
Senate, “we can make real 
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progress on s short list of 
items." 

These Include resource 
taxation and management, 
communications, some as¬ 
pects of culture, language 
rights, delegation of powers, 
changes in the Supreme 
Court, and possibly an 
amending formula. 

"I believe it is extremely 
important that we reach 
some agreement in prtnciple 
at this conference. The peo 
pie of Canada are tired of 
conferences, of what they see 
as too much talk and too little 
done" 

He described “this string 
bean country of ours" as 
being divided on geographic 
and economic grounds as 
well as language, but felt it 
also Is "bound together by 
kinship and common inter¬ 
est." 

Lougheed. who said he it 
was the first conference he’d 
attended devoted solely to 
constitutional reform, felt it 
was natural in a country as 
large as Canada to have di 
verse views. It was time to 
“develop a new harmony 
within the Confederatinn." 

The leaders had to recog 
nize widespread dissatisfac 
tion "with the federal system 
is it is working today," not 
only in t^bec but In the 
West and the Atlantic pros 
incet as well. 

Alberta's stand on constiiu 
tional change, outlined sev 
eral weeks ago, calls for 
recognition of equality 
among the governments, 
with neither Ottawa nor the 
provinces subordinate to the 
other in areas under their 
Jurisdiction. 

Bennett outlined his ear 
lier-announced proposal to 
allow the various regions 
more say in governing the 
country. 

He suggests a division of 
the country into five equdllv 
powerful regions—Atlantic. 
(Juebec, Ontario, Prairies 
and B C. 

Lyon urged the meeting to 
list priorities for change and 
then move ahead with tho.se 
on which a consensus might 
be reached.

The injection treatment 
can be considered — If the 
veins are not large. Most 
varicose veins are in the 
superficial network of ves¬ 
sels (near (he skin surface). 
The doctor injects what is 
called a “sclerosing'* fluid 
into the vein to form a clot, 
which adheres to the wail. 
This closet off the vein and 
shunts blood into other near¬ 
by vessels. You can readily 
see why this clotting tech¬ 
nique would not be consider¬ 
ed for larger or deeper 
veins. 

There is a tendency for 
varicose veins to run in fami¬ 
lies. and also for the off¬ 
spring to encounter the prob¬ 
lem at younger ages than the 
parents did. Long periods of 
standing do aggravate the 
situation, but so does fitting 
for long periods with legs 
crossed. Keep that in mind.

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The RCMP declined to dis¬ 
close the amount of money or 
number of tickets seized 

The seized effects were 
turned over to Duncan coro¬ 
ner Thomas Lines, the 
spokesman said.

OTTAWA (CP)-The gov 
emment was urged Monday 
to Introduce legislative 
guides to protect Canadians 
against abuse of thejr social 
insurance files 

Ray Hnatyshyn (PC—Sas 
katoon-Biggar) told the Com 
mons that expanded use of 
social insurance numbers by 
not only the (edoral but pro 
vincial governments was a 
threat to privacy. 

.Social insurance numbers 
became mandatory in the 
mid-1960s for 1.5 million Ca¬ 
nadians then eligible for un¬ 
employment insurance 

The government denied 
then that the number would 
become an ID card. But offi 
cials had to admit to a royal 
commission into RCMP 
wrongdoing this summer that 
the card had become a uni 
versal identification system 
by number 

The royal commis.siun was 
told that most Canadians now 
had to have social insurance 
numbers, which were used b> 
a variety of data banka to file 
all kinds of pervonai informa 
tion. 

Far from being used strict 


ly for unemployment inaur 
ance purposes, the social in¬ 
surance data baa—against 
govenuneat aaaurances in 
the 1960s—been given to the 
income tax department. 
KCMP, provincial police, the 
veterans’ affairs depart 
ment. the external affairs de 
partment, the defence de 
parUneni. even to some 
foreign government agen¬ 
cies. 

The RCMP alone was given 
confidential data from more 
than 1.600 files during the last 
four years, often for unspeci 
fled reasons. There were in¬ 
dications that personal infor¬ 
mation was passed by the 
RCMP to provincial or muni¬ 
cipal police forces, also for 
unspecified reasons. 

What critics such as Hnat> 
shyn fear is development of a 
rradle-to-the-grave identifi¬ 
cation sy stem, if data going 
into a variety of banks under 
the one number Is ever 
brought together 

Already, many school sys¬ 
tems require students to have 
social Insurance numbers. It 
i.s also necessary for medical 
care. Public libraries some 


times require it. as do fUian 
da) iastilutions such as 
banks and trust companies. 
Persons who cash Canada 
Savings Bond coupons are 
penalized if they don’t pro¬ 
duce a number. Some minor 
hockey associations require 
them 

In Prince Edward Island, 
infants are given a social in- 
>urance number at birth. Of 
riclaU say an attempt to do 
this in Manitoba in the early 
1970s was. aborted for Uh 
known reasons. 

The files aren’t destroyed 
when a person dies. 

If information held under 
social insurance numbers is 
brought together, critics say. 
it could reveal the name of 
the hospital in w hich a person 
was bom. the names of his 
parents, whether he attended 
a separate or public school, 
whether he failed a grade in 
school, wiiether he took mili¬ 
tary training, what his an 
nual income is. whether he 
is paying alimony, whether 


ho haa ever been arrehted. 
whether sHb lias ever had a 
therapeutic abortion, the 
amouBt of the down payment 
made on a house, how much 
money he owes, and whether 
he ever defaulted on a loan. 

“In the future, social insur 
ance numbers wilt be u.sed 
more and more,** Health 
Minister Monique Begin told 
the Commons last week 
“More computers are being 
used in every department, 
whether provincial or fed 
eral.*’

Garden Notes 




One question I get thrown at me 
pretty often Is whether It is better to 
plant roses In the spring or the fall. 
Spring-planted roses Mt away in quite a 
satisfactory manner, mit It seems to me 
there are some solid advantages In 
planting during the autumn months. 

For one thing, the commercial grow¬ 
ers always lift their roses In the fail, for 
this is the only way they can be shipped 
to reach distant markets In time for 
spring planting. While they are stored 
u^er refrigeration and reach ns In good 
condition, nevertheless a rose bush pur¬ 
chased in the late fall hasn't been out of 
the ground for very long and has suf¬ 
fered very little deterioration. 

Seems te me, too, that roaos are 
subjected to an unfair strain when we 
bung them Into the ground In the spring 
and expect them to produce new roots, 
new topgrowth and a crop of glorioas 
blooma, all at ooo and the tame tliiie. 
Plantod hi the autumn, they can con¬ 
centrate on one Job-getting themselves 
settled down and established, and build¬ 
ing a good and acUvo root system. 

Because of these factors, and be¬ 
cause the rote la, without question, our 
most popular flower, I am planning to 
devote several columns to the planting 
and care of roses, slanted especially to 
the novice gardener. Oldtlmers can turn

I gutas about the first thing to docidt 
la wtere to plant your new rose bushes, 
and there la more to this than meets the 
eye. For one thing, I don’t go much for 
the Met ef spotting rose bathes here and 
there in the perennial border, with the 
delphiniums and phlox add mar¬ 
guerites. for rosea are anti social crea¬ 
tures and like to koep themselves to 
themselves. There are exceptions, of 
course, and the species and shrub roses 
are perfectly at home In a mixed 
shrub border — more about this later — 
but for tbe brdlnary H.T. and floribunda 
kinds. It la best to establish a special 
rose bed. as they do In parks and public 
gardant. 

Thera la some reason for this ap- 

rant inobbtolraess, too, for the rose is 
noem aa a "dirty” feeder, with an In¬ 
satiable appetite for old rotted manure, 
and when planted in among herbaceous 
perennials, their pockets of good stuff 
are invariably invaded by tbe roots of 
evtry gate-crasher in the neighour- 
hood. 

Full sun is a mu.st for your proposed 
rose bed. Roses will make farly good 
growth in partial shade, and may even

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bloom pretty well — the first year any¬ 
way. 

However, without plenty of sunshine 
to ripen the wood and pack Ita internal 
cells full of nutrients, the flowers will be 
poor and sparte the second year, and 
the plant goea ateadJly downhill there¬ 
after. Here again, there are exceptions 
that prove the rule, for there are one or 
two climbers which will grow and bloom 
even on • north wall 

I think another fallacy Is to seek a 
sheltered position for your rose bed. 
Roses are reasonably hardy and need 
no special protection from winter hard¬ 
ship in our climate; moreover, what ap^ 
pears to be a cosy, sun-trap spot will 
often turn out to be loo shelter^, with 
poor circulation of air and wind through 
the leaves and around and between the 
bushes. 

Roses planted in such a pocket, 
where there is very little air movement, 
will almost certainly come down with 
the most appalling doses of mildew on 
the leaves. 

I don’t think you can beat a bed right 
out in the open, in full sun all day and 
exposed to all the elements. Pests are 
fewer I think a lot of aphids and 
ihrips get blown away — and growth is 
hard and woody. The leaves are lough 
and leathery. Unappetizing to insects 
and resistant to disease spores.

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The WisconsiB village where I spend 
my summers has a permanent popula¬ 
tion of around 100 . A 5 a popular resort 
centre^ it can now hardly cope with the 
flood of visitors and tourists in its peak 
season. 

The people come there becAuse it is 
quiet and friendly and bucolic and still 
not too congest^. Its sparseness of 
population has be^ one of its chief 
attratcUons. 

Now a hi^-powered big-city deve¬ 
loper is wanting to buy a 16-acre tract 
right in town, on the waterfront, andv 
propose! to build a condominium of 100 
housing units on the grounds where only 
one house now stands. These will be 
winterized apartments, for year-round 
use. and available for rental by their 
owners. 

Suddenly, the home ownershop popu 
lation of the village would be more than 
doubled, for 100 units implies at least 200 


persons. Can you contemplate the popu 
lation of your town doubled overnight ~ 
double the people, the cars, the boats, 
the demand for heating, lighting, phone 
service and garbage pickup? 

But the village board and the county 
authorities have gone along with this 
proposal, because to many it spells 
prosperity and growth and develop¬ 
ment. But does it really? 

John Maynard Keynes, the econo¬ 
mist, became famous, among other 
things, for his "paradox of the aggre¬ 
gate.'* This States, briefly, that what 
may be a privilege when only a few have 
it turns into a drag when too many 
acquire it. This pursuit, as he puts it, 
brings everyone into collision in '‘com¬ 
munities of disappointment '* 

If you can live on the top floor of a 
high-rise, with a commanding view of 
the lake, you have an advantage. But as 
soon as your high-rise Is surrounded by 


a ring of the same, >ou have a view of 
nothing but other windows, and eCerv 
one has lost the privilege 

If you can go to a state park and 
camp in relative seclusion, you can get 
back to nature at little cost. But as soon 
as thousands go to the same place 
nature is transformed into a rural ghet 
to, and you might as well stay hoome for 
all the privacy you find there. 

When there were relatively few autos 
on the road, it was a delight to tool 
around in a car. Then, as almost ev^rv 
body could afford one. the pleasure 
turned into aggravation, congestion, 
and a frightful death rate 

"Growth” is not inherently good; in 
fact, growth is what a cancer cell is all 
about. It multiplies so large and so fast 
that it kills the body it feeds upon, and 
then must die Itself. Our communitltes. 
like our citizens, ought to think less 
about getting bigger, and more about 
getting better

NEWARK. N.J. (AP) - 
Two Soviet citizens convicted 
of espionage were sentenced 
to 30 years in prison Monday 
by a U.S. federal judge who 
said the punishment could 
serve as a deterrent to 
others. 

Valdik Enger. 39. and Ru¬ 
dolf Chernyayev, 43, were 
convicted Oct. 13 for their 
part in a nine-month conspir¬ 
acy to obtain U.S. military 
secrets, including plans fur 
anti-submarine warfare. 

Witnesses testified at the 
two-wi»ek trial that the two 
men were lured Into the 
scheme by FBI agents inves¬ 
tigating (he possibility of a 
network of spies operating 
from Soviet ships. 

Judge Frederick Lacey had 
allowed the two accused to 
remain free in the custody of 
.Soviet ambas.sador Anatoly 
Dobrynine prior to sentenc 
ing. U.S. attorney Robert Del 
Tufo had joined in a defence 
motion for their release 
“solely in the interest of for¬ 
eign policy.” 

Lacey, however, had cau¬ 
tioned Enger and Cher- 
nyayev not to count on .spe¬ 
cial considerations when they 
were sentenced. “I have 
never as a judge presided 
over a case where the evi 
dence of guilt was so over 
whelming." he said

OTTAWA (UPI) ■ Canada's 10 premiers warned 
Monday they would take a strong hand in any revision 
of the constitution and whatever form it takes it would 
have to reflect the nation's strongly regional nature. 

“Who speaks for Canada?" Alberta Premier 
Peter Lougheed a.sked, echoing a recent question by 
Prime Minister Trudeau when he sought to fight off 
provincial demands for powers now in (he federal 
bailiwick. 

“We all do. for this Is not a unitary state."* 
Ivougheed responded. 

“I am prepared to acknowledge that the status quo 
will not do, but neither will upsetting the total apple 
cart.” Ontario Premier William Davis said. “We are 
not here to centralize or balkani/.e ’ 

“If we want to see change . . we can achieve it " 

“We’re here to strike a bargain for a better and 
stronger Canada,” Saskatchewan Premier Allan Bla 
keney said. . 

“There are real tensions in Canada The tension Is 
there because we as Canadians no longer know what 
the Confederation bargain is.” Blakeney said. “That 
bargain is what must be* restated, it will nut be 
restated in one stroke.” 

Quebec Premier Rene Levesque marched to his 
own drums. He said the only constitutional solution lay 
in sovereignty-association “which seems to us the only 
truly modern and logical way of reorganising essential 
relationships betwetm us. 

‘*Our objective.” he said of the province he wants 
to lead out of the Canadian federation, “is to be 
masters in our own house in a world that is interde 
pendent.” 

In his choice of the phrase ‘ masters in our own 
hou.se," Levesque echoed a LilH‘ral premier of Que 
bee. Jean Lesage. who used the ma/tres chtv nous 
phrase to try to explain Quebec's aspirations almost 20 
years ago. 

In a generally low-keyed opening. Levesque said 
Quebec's goal of sovereignty associaton was but a 
natural evolution of (he philosophies of Quebt'c leaders 
since then. 

"If there exi.sts a constltuilonal malaise . it is 
because Quebec poses a fundamental problem for 
Canada as a whole ... and this problem is the inability 
of the existing system to meet the deep and constant 
aspirations of Quebec,” he said. 

In one of the most trenchant add^e^^e^. Blakeney 
said Quebec was not alone in its dissatisfacton w ith the 
current federal system. 

“Our con.stituion must reflect the hard reality of 
regionalism,” he said. 

“We are gathered here to see If we can make our 
constitution reflect a little more clearly the realities 
which are Canada. 

Blakeney had a ‘‘feeling of some confidence that a 
bargain can be struck. A new bargain is essential if we 
are to resolve the serious tensions that all of us have 
felt." 

Blakeney cited western difficulties in obtaining 
more say in resource management and more powers 
in resource revenues. “As we in .Saskatchewan see it. 
we are under sustained attack .. by the federal 
government.”

But without clothes and extra money she 
didn't want to spring herself on her rcla 
tives. So she decided to come home.

$1,000 ticket required a minimum It-day 
stay overseas before the return portion

She had no hotel reserv^gruns and knew 
little about getting around i.ondon. At the 
airport hotel, room rates wert* $40 a night 

.She added up the potential expenses and 
spent almost $^ on a return ticket.

Port Hardy eyes 
a two-pet limit 


PORT HARDY - The 
municipal council is consid¬ 
ering imposing twQ-pet re 
strictioos on every residence 
in the district of Port Hardy 
except those zoned rural resi¬ 
dential. where there would be 
no limit set. 

The two-pet limit does not 
include domestic fish or birds 
kept in the family dwelling. 
The restriction is part of a 
proposed zonong bylaw revi¬ 
sion which cannot become 
part of the bylaw until voted 
on at a public meeting of the 
council at some future date, 
by Mayor Brian Welchman 
has made them public in 
order to encourage public 
input. 

The proposed new stan¬ 
dards do not specify the legal 
status of a litter of kittens or 
pups, only that the total num¬ 
ber of pets in any home is 
restricted to two. 

In the R-4 rural residential 
zone pets, birds, fish, fowl, 
poultry, bees, livestock and 
all farm animals may be kept 
provided they are housed 30 
metres or roughly 100 feet 
from the boundaries of the 
property. 

No unused vehicle could be 
parked or stored In any cate¬ 
gory of residential zone un¬ 
less completely within a ga¬ 
rage or shielded from view 
from any property line. 

The development stan¬ 
dards for residential zones 
are due to be considered by 
council next month. 

Meanwhile at Port Mc¬ 
Neill, a smaller heavy In¬ 
dustrial zone than planners 
had called for and a concen¬ 
trated commercial core lim¬ 
ited to the downtown area 
were two chief items of Itput 
from the public during the 


two-day village plan open 
house. 

McElhanney Surveying 
and Engineering held the 
open house to give people an 
opportunity to express their 


optmons on the proposed 
plan. 

According to the firm’s re 
gional engineer Frank Den¬ 
ton. the response was good. 
He estimated he talked with 


more than 80 people during 
the two days. 

The plan is geared toward a 
population of between 3,800 
and 6,300 over a 20-year 
period, Denton said. *'and 
maybe up to 40 years with 
12.000 people.** 

He pointed out that the 
ratio tetween those working 
in the service Industry and 
those employed In primary 
Industry is usually three-to- 
one. In this area, be said, the 
ratio is in the neighborho^ of 
one-to-one. 

According to public feed¬ 
back, the Foreshore Park 
campsite and a rest stop near 
the highway were flood Ideas 
as was the possibility of an¬ 
other park at Lodge Point. 
There was also positive reac¬ 
tion for expanding the arena, 
Denton said. A strong 
downrown core for commer¬ 
cial development received 
favorable response but the 
consensus was that the com¬ 
mercial core should not be 
permitted to spread out from 
the downtown.

Proposjed fishing rules strongly opposed 


CAMPBELL RIVER — 
Some 55 interested per¬ 
sons went on record as 
being opposed to any li¬ 
censing scheme for salt¬ 
water anglers, at a recent 
public meeting called by 
the local chamber of com¬ 
merce to discuss proposed 
sports fishing regula 
tions. 

Chairman of the sport 
fishing advisory commit¬ 
tee to the federal fisheries 
department, Al Playfair, 
told the meeting that at 


one stage the federfeil gov¬ 
ernment was cUiming 
that sports fishermen 
were taking two to three 
and sometimes fiv^ per 
cent of thb Chinook soUmon 
on the coast, and then al¬ 
tered that figure to 21 per 
cent with the introduction 
of computer readouts. 

lie said it appeared that 
the latest figure had been 
based on an extrapolation 
from fishing figures in 
Puget Sound. 


Playfair said federal fi¬ 
sheries had been unable to 
show that its figures for 
the coast are correct, ad¬ 
ding that the trend of the 
proposed fishing regula¬ 
tions, including the licens¬ 
ing system, is to favor the 
commercial fishermen. 

i 

If the idea is to increase 
the commercial take, he 
said, the federal fisheries 
should be honest and say 
so. 

A show of hands indicat¬ 


ed that tbe people at the 
meeting were against any 
licensing system at this 
time, for either individual 
or boat. 

The meeting passed two 
moUons, one that Camp¬ 
bell River fisheries office 
staff should be increased 
with staff from the Van¬ 
couver office and another 


that there should be no 
limitation on the way 
sports fishermen preserve 
their catch. 

Executive director of the 
B.C. Chamber of Commerce, 
Jim Fitzgibbons, who was 
present at the meeting, said 
he felt that If present regula¬ 
tions were enforced properly, 
there would be no need for 
further rules. 


District conservation offi¬ 
cer Norm Lemmon is quoted 
in a press report as saying 
that as far as he is aware 
there is no firm plan to intro¬ 
duce daily bag limit of one 
Chinook and two coho, figures 
that have been bandied about 
recently, but that a regula¬ 
tion concerning a fishing li¬ 
cence is at present being con¬ 
sidered. 

He added that a punch-card 


system has also been con¬ 
templated by the federal fi¬ 
sheries department, but not¬ 
ed that there are a number of 
ways of operating it, either as 
part of a fishing licence, at¬ 
tached to a licence, or with¬ 
out a licence. 

Minutes of the meeting and 
copies of the briefs presented 
are being sent to the B.C. 
Chamber of Commerce for 
support. Local chamber 


president Norm McLaren, 
who presided at the meeting, 
suggested that the matter 
will also bOytaken up by the 
national chamber.

OTTAWA (CP) - The con 
Htitutlon should not be hur 
riedly changed solely as a 
move to convince (Quebecers 
to stay In Confederation, the 
premien told Prime Minister 
Trudeau Monday. 

In (heir opening sutements 
at a three-day constitutional 
conference, the premiers 
agreed with Trudeau that the 
1867 British North America 
Act needs revision to better 
reflect the realities of today's 
Confederation. 

But no unrealistic or arbi¬ 
trary deadline should be im 
posed, the premiers said. 


In a sometimes sarcastic 
lone. Trudeau referred to 
Quebec Premier Rene l^ves- 
que, his desire fur indepen¬ 
dence from Canada and what 
he called tiie urgent need for 
constitutional change to pro¬ 
vide Quebecers with a new 
federalist option before the

New Brunswick Premier 
Richard Hatfield, usually one 
of Trudeau's strongest allies 
among the premiers, testily 
replied:

Soviets 
jailed 
50 years 

NEWARK. N.J. (AP) - 
Two Soviet citizens convicted 
of espionage were sentenced 
to 50 years in prison Monday 
by a U S. federal judge who 
said the punishment could 
serve as a deterrent to 
others. 

Vaidik Enger. 39, and Ru¬ 
dolf Chemyayev. 43, were 
convicted Oct. 13 for their 
part in a nine-month conapir- 
acy to obtain U S. militar)’ 
secrets, including plans for 
anti-submarine warfare. 

Witnesses testified at the 
two-week trial that the two 
men were lured into the 
scheme by FBI agents Inves 
ligating the possibility of a 
network of spies operating 
from Soviet ships. 

Judge Frederick Lacey had 
allowed the two accused to 
remain free in the custody of 
Soviet ambassador Anatoly 
Dobrynine prior to sentenc¬ 
ing. U.S. attorney Robert Del 
Tufo had joined in a defence 
motion for their release 
"solely in the interest of for¬ 
eign policy.” 

Lacey, however, had cau¬ 
tioned Enger and Cher- 
nyayev not to count on spe¬ 
cial considerations when they 
were sentenced. "I have 
never as a judge presided 
over a case where the evi¬ 
dence of guilt was so over 
whelming." he said. 


John Cooper, chairman of 
the E A N Steering Commit 
tee. said he was officially in¬ 
formed during the day that a 
review committee of the Ca¬ 
nadian Transport Commis¬ 
sion was holding the hearing 
to deal with appeals against 
closure of the service. 

"I understand it's basically

Cooper said he had expect¬ 
ed the review committee to 
make its decision in Ottawa 
without holding ^ public 
hearing. 

But now that one was sche¬ 
duled, he said he felt his com¬ 
mittee. CP Rail and others 
concerned would be able to 
offer additional evidence 
"and discuss the evidence in 
detail.” 

The hearing has been set 
for 10 a m. at the Red Lion 
Motor Inn. 

Long after it held lengthy 
hearings in Courtenay and 
Victoria, the CTC ruled in 
favorof a CP Rail application 
to abandon the service as an 
economic loser. The date of 
execution was extended from 
June to Dec. 13 to allow ap 
peals and give the province a 
chance to fight the decision in 
the courts. 

A court hearing has been 
scheduled for Dec. 4. 

If the effort to save the 
.service fails at the review

OTTAWA (CP) — Late in its first afternoon, the 
federal-provincial conference on constitutlondf reform 
found itself suddenly face to face with the hard central 
issue of Confederation—the friction between the two 
main language groups. ** 

Rene Levesque of Quebec put the issue in focus. 

He made a challenging 
statement that most of his 
fellow premiers simply 
are not interested in writ¬ 
ing nation wide guaran¬ 
tees for French Into the 
country’s basic law. 

Prime Minister Trudeau 
quickly picked up the chal¬ 
lenge and invited the other 
premiers to prove Leve.sque 
wrong, briskly beginning a 
roll-call poll of the 10 provin¬ 
cial leaders. 

Almost as suddenly as the 
issue had popped .into the 
foreground, the focus wa.s 
blurred again as several pre¬ 
miers steered discussion 
back into more comfortable 
generalities about whether it 
is really neces.sary to codify 
minority rights in a parlia¬ 
mentary system. 

But Trudeau effectively 
served notice during the ex¬ 
change that he will not let slip 
the opportunity provided by 
Levesque. Given the chance 
to seize the leadership. Tru¬ 
deau will return again to the 
issue that has bedevilled Can¬ 
ada for decades. 

The premiers are being 
asked to declare themselves 
ye.s-or-no on legal guarantees 
for the survival of French in a 
bilingual country—thereby, 
in Trudeau’s view, undercut¬ 
ting Levesque's main argu¬ 
ment for pulling Quebec out 
of the union. 

Levesque, who had taken 
no previous part in the debate 
on guaranteeing human 
rights in a new constitution, 
provided Trudeau with his 
opportunity by injecting his 
challenge when discussion 
turned to safeguards for mi¬ 
nority-language education.

OTTAWA (UIM) • Canada's 10 premiers warned 
Monday they would lake a strong hand In any revision 
of the conslilullon and whatever form it takes it would 
have to reflect the nation’s strongly regional nature 

"Who speaks for Canada?" Alberta Premier 
Peter Lougheed a.sked, echoing a recent question by 
Prime Minister Trudeau when he sough! to fight off 
provincial demands for powers now in the federal 
bailiwick. 

"We all do. for this is not a unitary stale, 
lA>ugheed respondinl 

"I am prepared to acknow ledge that the status quo 
will not do. but neither will upsetting the total apple 
cart.” Ontario Premier William Davis said “We are 
not here to centralize or balkanize" 

"If we want to see change we can achieve it" 

"We’re here to strike a bargain for a belter and 
stronger Canada.” Saskatchewan Premier Allan Bla 
keney said. 

"There are real tensions in Canada The tension is 
there because we as Canadians no longer know what 
the Confederation bargain is.” Blakeney said “That 
bargain Is what must be rc*stated, it will not be 
resUted in one stroke.” 

Quebec Premier Rene l^vesque manhed to his 
own drums. He said the only constitutional solution lay 
in sovereignty-association "which seems to us the only 
truly modem and logical way of reorganising essential 
relationships betwetm us. 

"Our objective.” he said of the province he wants 
to lead out of the Canadian federation, ' is to be 
masters in our own house In a wiirld that Is interde 
pendent ” 

In his choice of the phrase “masters in our own 
house,” Levesque echoed a Liberal premier of Que¬ 
bec. Jean Le.sage. who used the maltres ehez nous 
phra.se to try to explain Quebi*( s aspirations almost 20 
years ago 

In a generally low-keyed opening. Levesque said 
Quebec’s goal of soverei^ty associaton was but a 
natural evolution of the philosophies of Quebec leaders 
since then. 

"If there exists a constitutional malaise it is 
becau.se Quebec poses a fundamental problem for 
Canada as a whole and this problem is the inability 
of the existing system to meet the deep and constant 
aspirations of Quebec,” he said 

In one of the most trenchant addresses, Blakeney 
said Quebec was not alone in its dissatisfaclon w iih the 
current federal system. 

"Our constitulon must reflect the hard reality of 
regionalism.” he said. 

"We are gathered here to see If we can make our 
constitution reflect a little more clearly the realities 
which are Canada. 

, Blakeney had a "feeling of some confidence that a 
bargain can be struck. A new bargain is essential if we 
are to resolve the serious tensions that all of us have 
felt." 

Blakeney cited western difficulties in obtaining 
more say In resource management and more powers 
in resource revenues. "As we in .Saskatchewan see it. 
we are under sustained attack .. by the federal 
government.” 


Smith warned 
on vote delay 

LONDON(Reuter)— Rhodesian black nationalist leader 
Bishop Abel Muzorewa said Monday there would be a 
disaster in Rhode.sia if Prime Minister Ian Smith "chick 
ened out” of holding one-man, one-vote elections. 

Smith has pledged to hold the ballot in time to transfer 
power by Dec. 31. 

But during the weekend he said the poll might have to be 
po.stponed for a few months for "mechanical reasons ' 

"There will be a disastrous situation if it turned out at 
the la.st moment that Mr. .Smith had chickened out", said 
Muzorewa. 

At the United Nations. British repre.sentatlve Mervyn 
Brown said Monday (here was no case for lifting sanctions 
againat Rhodesia. 

"We believe that it is in the interests of the International 
community to malntaiii all pres.sures on Mr. Smith and 
hia colleagues in Salisbury in order to bring them to the 
negotiating Ubie and there to reach agreement on a peace 
ful settlement,” Mervyn Brown told the General As 
sembly's decolonization committee. 

In Washington, the state department was angry over 
Smith’s assertion his recent visit to the U S. amounted 
to de facto recognition of his regime. 

Spokesman Hodding Carter said; "The visit in no way 
constituted de facto recognition. Mr. .Smith knows that He 
was told that before the visit, during it, and after it.”

But without clothes and extra money she 
didn’t want to spring herself on her^rela 
tlves. So she decided to come home. 

Unfortunately, she was not aware that her 
$1,000 ticket required a minimum 14-da> 
slay overseas l^fore the return portion 
could be used. 

She had no hotel reservations and kneu 
little about getting around London At the 
airport hotel, qpom rates were $40 a night 

She added up the potential expenses and 
spent almost $600 on a return ticket. 

Her plight has reached the top levels of CP 
Air. She's been in touch with the airline's 
customer service manager at the Rich 
mond head office.

Saanich orders 
new computers 


Saanich is going to replace 
its $250,000 trouble-plagued 
computer system. 

The decision was taken al 
an io-camera council meet¬ 
ing Monday. 

Finance committee chair¬ 
man Aid. David Paterson ad 
mitted Saturday that (he 
municipality was encounter 
ing pr^lems with the par 
tially-installed system which 
could end in court action to 
have the situation rectified. 

Datatech Milacron of Qua 
dra street was awarded the 
contract to provide and in 
stall the equipnfent and pro¬ 
gramming 18 months ago in a 
three-stage program 

First phase of the "in- 
house" system involved the 
installation six months ago of 
equipment; the second phase, 
partially completed, covered 
installation of more sophisti¬ 
cated equipment and some 
programming. Final phase 
would see completion of the 
progamming next year. 

However, concern 
nior municipal staff 
problems with the prograi 
ming and the sophisticati 
equipment sparked a series 
of meetings between Data- 
lech and council, culminating 
in Monday’s closed meeting 

The Honeywell equipment 
being ordered as replace¬ 
ment will have a larger ca¬ 
pacity and much bigger stor 
age system. 

Saanich decided to convert 
to computers for processing 


property taxes, payrolls, 
voters’ lists and 43 other jobs 
fanned out or done by hand 
So far only the municipal 
payroll and accounts payable 
are being done by computer 


A comprehensive package 
for the preservation of com- ■ 
mercial heritage buildings 
w ill be placed before Victoria 
city council’s finance com¬ 
mittee this morning.

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Pipeline engineers 
slip on ditching 


First the bad news 

An $11,000 goof was made recently b> 
(he Capital Region District’s engineer 
ing department. 

CRD engineers, respoiuiibie for the 
design of the Saanich Peninsula’s water 
pipeline, failed to note a fairly well 
known pemn.suia bylaw when they wrote 
the line's specifications 

THE BYLAW, belonging to Central 
Sssnich, requires ditches to be back 
filled with gravel (granular material) 
instead of clay 

Normally, engineers consult a muni 
cipality’s bylaws before they start dig¬ 
ging. 

After a hurried call from the conlrac 
tors, who were digging, engineers asked 
Saanich Peninsula Water Commission 
chairman Joe Taylor for the $11,000 

Taylor authorized the expense after 
telephoning as many commission mem 
hers as he could on short notice. 

BEFORE AUTHORIZING the ex 
pense, Taylor said Monday in an inter 
view, he made sure the $11,000 would not 
increase the overall cost ot the pipe 
line. 


Thq $11,000 was subsequently ap¬ 
proved by the water commission at a 
formal nteeting. 

The money was charged against the 
pipriine’t $1.8 million master borrowing 
bylaw and will not affect the overall cost 
of the pipeline.

THE ROUTE chosen for the pipeline 
will be cheaper than alternative routes 
that were considered, although two of 
the alternatives were cheaper on 
paper 

The new route is cheaper because the 
alternatives would have Involved pas¬ 
sible lengthy negotiations for rights-of 
way over private and federal lands, as 
weil as expensive legal has.sles, Tay¬ 
lor said. 

The pre.sent route avoids that by 
travelling along the Pat Bay Highway, 
north to the McTavi.sh Road reser¬ 
voirs. 

This means (he line would probably be 
completed by April next year, "before 
the start of the heavy-use season," Tay 
lor said.

The scheme is to eliminate 
the danger of legal action 
agatost the dig bv building 
owners who ml^t claim 
compensation for financial 
losses as a result of their 
property’s heritage designa¬ 
tion. 

Here’s how the proposed 
scheme would work: 

• Following compilation 
of the heritage registry 
which, according to AM. Ro¬ 
bert Wright, might consist of 
up to too buildings, the 
owners will be notified that 
their buildings are consider¬ 
ed of heritage value and are 
Included in the registr>’. 

• Haring their building in 
the registry, qualifies the 
owner to display a heriuge 
plaque on tbe facade. 

• Beyond that, nothing 
may ever happen, unless an 
owner decides to alter the 
building or tear it down. 

• In that case, city couo 
cil will immediately intro¬ 
duce a heritage designation 
bylaw which freezes ail aciiv 
ity concerning that building 
for a period of 90 days. 

• At the same time, the 
city will negotiate with the 
owner for the retention of the 
building’s heriuge qualities 

• If negotiations fail, the 
designation bylaw may be 
approved and (he owner will 
be given a ceiling on the prop¬ 
erty’s assessment at the cur¬ 
rent level. 

This assessment ceiling 
would also encourage up¬ 
grading of commercial heri¬ 
uge buildings. 

To get a further grip on the 
city’s two most vulnerable 
areas, which conuin most of 
the potential commercial 
heriuge buildings, city coun¬ 
cil would declare Old Town 
and Chinatown a develop¬ 
ment permit area. 

Development activity with¬ 
in such a specified area is 
subject to strict design con¬ 
trols by council. 

Wright said the scheme 
would give the city complete 
control over the preservation 
of commercial heriuge 
buildings without actually 
having to designate them at 
the outset. 

The provision for placing a 
ceiling on the assessment of 
commercial heriuge build¬ 
ings, he said, would not be 
retroactive. 

In other words, it will not 
apply to commercial build¬ 
ings which have already been 
designated.

A miilioB-dollar development proposal for James 
Bay shot down two weeks ago by Victoria city council 
has been resurrected and will be subject to another 
public bearing Nov .9.

The Daon proposal calls for the concentration of 
units in several clusters along the lines of zero-lotline 
development to achieve the maximum of open space 

The homes are to sell for about $75,000
